Eager Crowds Delay Marchers. 


The parade got under way on schedule 
time, but it did not finish according to 
the timetable, the delays being due to 
the eagerness of the crowds to ap- 
proach as close as possible to officers 
and men and personally explain to them 

how glad they were to see them and 
_ how. proud they were of the record they 
had made for New York in France. To 
this fact were due two unfortunate in- 
gidents. One was when the crowd, 
packed in Madison Square, surged for- 
ward and for a time threatened to block 
the way of the marching soldiers. It 
pired all the strength, not to méntion 
ie tact, of the police to undo the tangle 
that followed.

got beyond the control of-the police and. 
disorder and confusion resulted. Two 
deaths were assigned to the day’s cele- 
bration. There were thirty-two acci- 
dents, a few of them serious, resulting 
from crowding or carelessness. 

As a climax to.the day’s celebration 
the men of the division were the guests 
of the city last night at a dinner served 
in many hotels and restaurants. So 
eager, however, was the press of pri- 
vate hospitality that covers were laid 
for thousands who never came to dine. 

80 great. was the outpouring of holiday 
agmakers that all the transit facilities of 
the city were overtaxed and during the 
fours immediately after the parade 
thousands were delayed in getting back 
to their homes and hotels. .

Thousands bas to Years 
When Wreath Is Placed Be- 
neath Roll of Honor. 














GIVES LIST OF VICTORIES 


Veterans of Civil and Spanish 
Wars Guard of Honor at 
Court of the Dead. 


Veterans of three wars and thousands 
of civilians. viewed the paradé near the 
Public Library, where one of the most 
impressive ceremonies of the day took 
place. This was the placing of a wreath 
‘of orchids at. the foot of the Roll of 
Honor,..a purple curtain fringed with 
gold and bearing in three columns of 
golden letters the names of the battles 


in which the American soldiers were en- 
gaged. Above this list of battles, which 


included Ypres, St. Mihiel, Mt. Kemmel, 


Meuse-Argonhe and the others, was a 
letter written by Abraham Lincoln to 
the mother of six boys who gave their 
lives in the civil war. It read: 

I feel how weak and fruitless must be 
any words of mine which should attempt 
to beguile you from the grief so over- 
whelming. I pray that our Heavenly Fa- 
ther may assuage the anguish of your 
bereavement and leave you only the cher- 
ishéd memory of the loved and lost. and 
the solemn pride that must be yours to 
have laid so costly a sacrifice upon the 
altar of freedom. 

The purple curtain in the Court of the 
Heroic Dead was suspended fron two 
high. pylons upon which gleamed golden 
eagles with spread wings, and below 
them were golden spears and shields 
bearing the division’s insignia. On 
either side of these towers were two 
others, ‘similar in appearance, bearing 
the. insignia of other , divisions. 

The approach of the flower-bedecked 
and flag-draped caisson drawn by eight 
horses stilled the cheers and applause 
of: the multitudes which greeted the 
police escort. A guard of honor, consist- 
ing of seven veterans of the civil war 
and two. of’ the Spanish-American war 
lifted. the purple. wreath from off the 
caisson,. carried it. to the Court of the 
Dead and placed it at the foot of the 
Roll of. Honor, surrounded by flowered 
offerings of other States and cities. A 


flowing, purple sash hanging from the 


mourning wreath- was instribed with 
golden letters, “ The. officers and en- 
listed men -of the 27th Division.’”.

CROWDS OVERRUN 
POLICE LINES 


Swarm Upon Roadway at Many 
Points and Compel Changes 
in Parade Formation. 

















TWO DEAD, 32 INJURED 


Man Trying to See Parade 
Falls from Roof—Police Cap- 
_tain Dies of Heart Disease. 


The greatest crowd that evér -gath- 
ered in New York City upon any occa- 
sion, and the most difficult. to handle, 
was.the comment which veterans of 
the Police Department made yesterday 
upon the throngs which New” sent 
to greet her returning soldi of the 
27th Division. 

“The police have done all in their 
power to hold the people behind the 
lines. It is impossible to keep them 
back. If this crowd had been over 
there they would have walked right 
through the Hindenburg line,” said 
Lieut. Col. J: L.. Kincaid, Judge Advo- 
cate Géneral of the 27th Division, to 
Major Gen. O’Ryan regarding the same 
crowd and its all-day conflict with the 
police. 

Those two comments tell the story of 
yesterday so far as the ‘crowd and the 
police were coricerned. The crowd was 
tremendous, at-least a million persons 
viewed the parade, while almost as 
many more struggled in a vain efforst to 
get a glimpse of the marching men. 
The police between their attempts to 
keep the people actually in Fifth Ave- 
nue from pouring out into the roadway 
and. breaking. up the parade, and their 
efforts to keep the unlucky ones along 
the cross streets ledding from Sixth Ave- 
nue and from Madison Avenue from 
forcing their way right through failed 
miserably in many cases. 

Although nearly a thousand: policemen 
and police reserves under command of 


Inspector Cornelius Cahalane of the} 


Sixth’ District, with thirty-three Ser- 
géearits, six Lieutenants, and three Cap- 
tains, were stationed along the line of 
march, while half as many guarded the 
approaches on the side streets, yet again 
anid again the surging throngs: forced 
the men to break their platoon- front 
formation. and swing into the familjar 
column of fours, which is the campaign 
formation, and is not often used ‘on 
parade. 

Officers of tye army who were among 
the spectators yesterday asserted that 
the 27th Division showed'a high degree 
of efficiency and discipline-in the way 
they, met these’ situations, and changed 
formation with hardly a break in line. 

“The worst point for disorder was the 
@istrict around the Victory’ Arch” at 
Twenty-third Street, where thousands 
and thousands fought among themselves 
or combined against the-police in the 
effort to get a vantage point. A squad 
of mounted policemen and a force. of 
soldier and sallor spectators tried to’ help 
get the civilians into order. before the 
parade arrived.

NEW DISARMAMENT ARTICLE 


Changes Cause Much Talk in 
Washington—Borah Renews 
Objection to League. 


PARIS, March 25, (Associated 
Press. )—Changes in the covenant were 
made at last night’s meeting of the 
League of. Nations Commission which 
are regarded by the American dele- 
gates as of great importance and 
calculated to meet suggestions and ob- 
jections:emanating from America. 

An*American amendment to protect 
nations against the influx of foreign 
labor has been adopted by the commis- 
sion. It affirms the right of any coun- 
try in the League to control matters 
solely within domestic jurisdiction. 

Another important amendment to 
the League covenant affects Article 
VIII., which empowers the Executive 


Council to formulate a plan for the re- 
duction of armainents... Lhe language 

of the article is, nitered 46-48 to limit 
the powers of the Council to a simple 
recommendation to the Governments 
affected. 

The American peace delegation, it is 
understood, has definitely agreed upon 
the amendment it will offer to Article 
X. of the covenant to pemquers the 
Monroe Doctrine. 

The amendment is said to provide 
that agreements under the covenant 
shall not be constried as an infringe- 
ment upon the principlés of interna- 
tional policies heretofote. generally 
recognized. 

President Wilson would have offered 
the amendment at the meéting of ‘the 
League of Nations Commission last 
night, but discovered a slight imper- 
fection in: the text and reserved the 
right to submit it later. 

As framed the amendmént will be an 
appendix to the article pledging mem- 
beps of the League ‘‘ to respect and 
preserve against external aggression 
the territorial integrity and existing 
political independence ’’ of members. 

Monroe Doctrine Is Not Specified. 

Mention of the Monroe Doctrine by 
name is avoided: purposely. 

Inasmuch as President Wilson and 
Colonel: House on several occasions 
have discussed the subject with Pre- 
miers Lloyd Geofge, Clemenceau, and 
Orlando, : it is assumed that the Presi- 
dent assured himself of favorable ac- 
tion in advance of the submission of 
the amendment to the commission. 

Other changes made include a substi- 
tute for the:phrase ‘‘ States members 
of the League” in Article, X.,° and 
elsewhere in the covenant, thus meet- 
ing objections that the latter term 
created membership.

COPENHAGEN, March 25.—An of- 
ficial statement from Budapest dated 
Monday, March 24; declared that re- 
ports from.thé.provinées” showed ‘that 
peace and order were prevailing.

Agreement was reached today on most 
of the points surrounding reparation for 
war damages, the amount of which the 
Supreme Council will fix as the in- 
demnity Germany shall pay. 

It ig expected that the conferees will 
examine into the reports of revolution in 
Hungary and disorders in southeastern 
Europe and then will address themselyes 
to the problem -of the Franco-German 
frontier, which it is desired to bring to 


a quick solution. Nevertheless, import- 
ant drafting work will remain to be ac- 
complished after the settlement of the 
principal questions. 

The drafting of the articles of the 
covenant of the League of Nations is 
proceeding along parallel lines, as the 
amended compact will make necessary 
the elaboration of a new text.

Victories Daily on 4,500- ~

PETROGRAD, March 23, (Via Parts, 
March 25.)—Bread and: fuel—these are 
today the title slogans in the present 
phase of the Russian revolution. Before, 
peace and land; at this time, food and 
‘wood are the new watchwords. 

Here in Petrograd, 90 per cent, of the 
900,000 population are underfed, prob- 
ably 5 per cent. actualy dying of star- 


vation. All.the rest, through undernutri- 

tion, are having their resistance against 

sickness and epidemics broken down. 
‘Phree thousand nine hundred typhus 


“eases are officially listed in the hos- 


pitals. The official figures show fifteen 
@ day dying of typhus. There is a 
amalipox epidemic, but it is not malig- 
nant. In the whole city from 200 to 500 
ere dying daily. In the almhouses, and 
among children tn homes the death rate 
is 12 to 15 per cent. monthly, 

“The birth rate falleff off almost 
one-half, due to undernourishment. All 
commerce and ‘trade is practically 
stopped. Seventy-five per cent. of the 
stores are closed, and ail the necessities 
of life are requisitioned by the Govern- 
ment. and sold only by it through com- 
munal°stores. 

The, Government rations, ranging from 
half a pound down to one-eighth of a 
pound of black bread daily, are so small 
that it is impossible to live on them, so 
fllicit trading has sprung up and has 
shot prices for foodstuffs to the sky. 
Black flour bought from these traders 
costs $2 a pound. 

People who once were rich have had 
their business, stocks, bonds, bank ac- 


“counts, everything taken from them. 


Unless they have gone to work they have 
been able to exist only by the selling, 
bit by bit, of their furs, jewelry, clothes, , 
and other valuables. 

No one in the city except the Red 
Army gets enough to eat. Factory 
workers and laborers who are special 
pets of the Government find the ques- 
tion of bread, fuel, and clothing desper- 
* ate. Fully half of the factories ars 
Closed and already the question of the 
unemployed is serious. 

‘The Red Army has taken part of the 
surplus of young men, but there are 
thousands of unemployed despite the 
army and City Government work which 
has been handed out. The union men 
now employed are paid by the city; oth- 
erwise there would be disturbances and 
riots. 

The railroads are kept gging only by 
almost superhuman efforts. The rolling 
atock is in bad shape, only 25 per cent. 
of the locomotives being in working 
order. It is practically impossible to 
make repairs on account of Russia’s 
commercial isolation. 

“The food won from the Ukraine and 
Volga districts cannot be transported to 
the starving on account of the break- 
down of the railroads. A new decrge 


‘pnnounces that all passenger service ‘is 


discontinued from March 18 to April 10. 
Nothing but foodstuffs and fuel will be 
hauled. 

.The food question, even, more than 
politics, is on every man’s’ tongue and 
in every man’s thoughts. Life \here has 
become a dumb, desperate struggle for 
bread. 

Men-join the army to get a pound and 
@ half of black bread and the other ra- 
tions.- Former officers, former officials 
and former rich men” join' the Govern- 
ment to get the money and the privilege 
to buy food. These men turn to graft, 
which was the curse of the.old régime, 
just as it. threatens tobe the curse of 
this régime, to get money to pay the 
excess underground prices of food. 

Every one spends fully half of his time 
garnering food and fuel. The Russians 
stand hours in, line where rations are 
given out, and tramp through the mar- 
kets haggling whether they must pay $9 
on $10 a pound for contraband sugar, or 
$2 or $2.50 for extra bread. The whole 
revolution is now spelled for the people 
in terms of bread and fuel. None bas 
‘ enough .of either. 

This coming Spring will help to solve 
the fuel. question... The Government 
promises more food with the opening of 
rivers and canal systems, 

But overshadowing everything in Rus- 
sia is the Red Army. More than 50,000 
ere garrisoned in Petrograd alone. These 
men in their long, grayish-brown coats 
are thicker than were the “‘poilus” in 
Paris or “ Tommies” in London during 
war days. The streets are filled with’ 
them. Never has the revolutionary army 
been so strong as it is at this moment.

ENOUGH HAS BEEN LOST. 

There are signs that the combined 
statesmanship of the greater part of 
the world, now sitting at what is 
called a Peace Conference, but is prac- 
tiqglly a receivership of several bank- 
rupt concerns, is going at the prob- 
lems raised by the Hungarian revolu- 
tion in. a somewhat more hopeful 
spirit than that in which it has met 
previous difficulties. Hesitation now 
Would be disastrous, and panic would 
be no less disastrous. We hesitated 
in Russia, with the result that our 
enemies seem more firmly seated than 
ever, and/our friends have been mas- 
sacred, starved~-to death, or terrified 
into silerice. In the last three months 
we have come dangerously near losing 
our friends elsewhere in a fruitless ef- 
fort to convert our enemies. That 
method has been tried long enough 
We.have friends in Eastern Europe, 
friends who are_in a difficult situa- 
tion. We-shall not save them by try- 
ing to buy off their enemies and ours. 

.four friends who are immedi- 

ately exposed to the new danger are 
Poland, Czechoslovakia, Rumania, and 
Jugoslavia. All of them need military 
support, munitions, and food; their 
peoples need to be assured that their 
vital national interests, territorial and 
economic, are not going to be sacri- 
ficed in an attempt to conciliate those 
who have been our enemies and are 
our enemies still. 
: We have been blamed for not feed- 
ing Hungary, just as we have been 
blamed for not feeding Germany. But 
we have not fed the Poles; the Czecho- 
‘slovaks, the Rumanians, or the Jugo- 
slavs any better than we have fed the 
Germans and Magyars. Some of the 
difficulties in the way of supplying 
these hungry peoples have just been 
removed, or are about to be removed; 
some new obstacles have been created 
by the Hungarian affair.. Such food 
as we have for Eastern Europe ought 
to be sent first of all to these four peo- 
ples, who are our friends, and who 
are at present our military outposts 
against the Red armies in Russia and 
the possible revival of. German oe 23 
tary power. 

There is hardly any Bolshevism’ in 
these four countries. The Polish na- 
tion is standing together against Bol- 
shdvist Russia; the Czechoslovak So. 
cialists are almost unanimously mod- 
erate and nationalistic; the Ruma- 
nians resisted Bolshevist infiltration 
under conditions evén more difficult 
than those of today; the Jugoslavs 
have not very many Socialists, and 
these mostly interested in national 
ideals., It is not a question of their 
going over to the enemy; it is a 
question of their being run over by 
the enemy if we do not Bive their 
pedples the food and their armies the 
munitions which will make resistance 
possible. Nor should we be stampeded 
by the Hungarian action and the Ger- 
man. threats inte giving up any of the 
necessary conditions of peace which 
the enemy may find unpleasant. This 
is not to say that the boundary com- 
mission should not ‘be : it 
should’ be- more careful than ever; 
there should be no more of the move- 
‘ment which has been reported in faver 
of giving the Jugosiava compensation 
for Italian annexations at the expense 
of, Rumania, and compensating the 
Rumanians for Jugdslay annexations 
by assigning to them actual Magyar 
districts of Hungary.

Foe Got Only One ‘One Officer as High 
as Lieutenant Colonel. 


WASHINGTON, March 25. — Official 
records of prisoners of war captured by 
the Central Powers from the American 
forces, the War Departmient announced 
today, show that there were 156 prison- 
ers whose status was still doubtful on 
March 20. A lst of these names has 
been forwarded to the Central Records 
Office, A. E. F., for checking and in- 
vestigation. 

The War Department\records, com- 
piled from reports on prisoners from all 
sources, show a@-total loss by the Amer- 
ican Army ‘of 4,765 milita prisoners 
and 281 civiljans. .Of the military pris- 
oners 4,876 have been reported officially 
as released and 233 ‘died in ‘German 
prison camps. 

Only one American officer of as high 
rank as lieutenant colonel was captured 
during war. Four majors, 27 cap- 
tains, and 3863 lieutenants were taken 
prisoner.
